Newcomb Mott, an American 
tourist on tria l for illegally 
entering the Soviet Union, said 
today he had done so through 
carelessness and without think­ 
ing. 
Mott, 27, gave this answer to 
the presiding judge after all 
witnesses had been heard and 
the judge asked how he evaluated 
his actions. 
Mott was a rre ste d .without a 
Soviet visa Sept. 4, just inside 
the Soviet b o rd er from northern 
Norway. His tria l began here 
Monday. 
A Soviet b order guard, Capt. 
Mironichev, testified 
Monday 
that in his six years on the 
border there had been no vio­ 
lations sim ila r to M ott's. 
Mott, of Sheffield, M ass., tes­ 
tified Monday that he was “ hot, 
tired and lost when he crossed 
the border at an unwatched 
point. 
At Mott’s request an article 
from the K irkenes newspaper 
was read into the record. The 
article quoted the head of the 
Norwegian d istric t police in the 
border area as saying Mott “ did 
not express m ore interest to­ 
ward 
the Soviet - Norwegian 
frontier than is ordinarily ex­ 
pressed by foreign tourists.” 
The section of the law under 
which Mott is being tried car­ 
ried a penalty of one to three 
years 
deprivation of liberty. 
Mott’s paren ts, M r. and M rs. 
Howard Mott of Sheffield, at­ 
tended the tria l.

Arm y announced today that it 
is withdrawing the extra infan­ 
try battalion stationed in West 
B erlin since the Communists 
built the Berlin Wall in 1961. 
The extra unit has been rotat­ 
ed every three months with 
a 
battalion from West Germ any. 
The Arm y said it will be with­ 
drawn in January. 
The A rm y statem ent empha- 
sizeed "that the return of the 
extra battalion to its home unit 
in West 
Germany 
in no way 
a lte rs the United S tates' long­ 
standing 
commitment 
to 
B e rlin ." 
The rotating unit totals about 
700 men. Three other infantry 
battalions 
are 
regularly a s­ 
signed to the Berlin brigade, 
which with such support toops 
a s a rtillery and arm or norm al­ 
ly totals about 6,000 men. 
The increase of UJS.strength 
in Com munist-surrounded West 
B erlin was ordered by the late 
P resident John F. Kennedy dur­ 
ing the tim e of high East-W est 
tension when the Communists 
started building the wall. 
The Army said that removal 
of the extra battalion was part 
of a reorganization program for 
U.S. forces in Germany under 
which the three infantry, divi­ 
sions in West Germany will re ­ 
ceive additional arm or during 
the first half of 1966.

Maj. Gen. John F . Frank­ 
lin J r ., the U. S. commandant 
in B erlin, told newsmen that the 
rem oval of the rotating battal­ 
ion "obviously does not indi­ 
cate any change in U. S. policy 
toward Berlin.

They arrived in this Brazilian 
port Monday night but rested 
after a heavy schedule and were 
not available for comment.

Surital “ norm ally is 
mixed 
with sterile w ater, but as we 
understand there was

mixup in the preparation where 
we understand ether may have 
been used instead of w ater,” 
Schm ier said. 
“ We feel at this stage that 
this is what happened-that in­ 
jection of ether gave ris e ” to 
the deaths. 
H arry Whitlow, adm inistrator 
of the hospital, said in a for­ 
m al statement; 
“ All three patients 
received 
medications which appeared to 
have been faulty.” 
Schm ier said the presence of 
ether was detected in autopsies 
on two of the persons who died, 
as well as through an investiga­ 
tion by agents of the Federal 
Food and Drug A dm inistrations.

CHICAGO AP —Your Thanks­ 
giving turkey will be a far gob­ 
ble from the wild, tough old 
bird that graced the Pilgrim 
fath ers’ — or even your fath­ 
e r ’s — table. 
He probably never scratched 
around in a chicken yard, never 
saw sunlight, never strutted 
through the grass and never 
awaited, with outstretched neck, 
a swinging ax. 
■ Conceived 
through artificial' 
insem ination, hatched in an in­ 
cubator, raised in a high-rise 
henhouse 
an d 
h u m a n e l y 
slaughtered with an electric 
knife, he has been pam pered 
from test tube to table. 
“ There are no down-on-the- 
farm turkeys,” Dr. L. A. Wil­ 
helm, chairm an of the Poultry 
and Egg National Board, said In 
an interview Monday. “ They’re 
m ore like city dw ellers.” 
Of the 
104 million turkeys 
raised this year — the number 
has doubled in the past 16 years 
—about one-third will be eaten 
during the Thanksgiving period, 
he said. 
Most will come from 
huge 
turkey farm s which raise an 
average of 60,000 birds at 
a 
tim e. Seventy per cent 
will 
have hatched from artlfically 
insem inated eggs. Ninety-eight 
percent will have been raised 
in incubators. 
“ Nothing is left to nature or 
chance,” said Dr. Wilhelm. 
Because of modern methods, 
an average 15-pound 
turkey 
takes only 18 to 21 weeks to 
raise , he said. Several years 
ago it took 24 weeks. 
H lgher-energy feed, with less 
fiber and more protein and calo­ 
ries, produced plumper, health­ 
ie r birds on less feed, he said. 
Finally, today’s turkey m eets 
his doom, not under the ax but 
by being cut • 1th an electric 
knife which first stuns him with 
an electric shock. 
“ It’s m ore humane that way,” 
said D r. Wilhelm. 


They w ere the 16th and 17th 
m issile sites attacked by U.S.

GIVE US THIS DAY— 
Maine has thrown a cold fish at the old and 
long accepted version of America’s first Thanks­ 
giving—a kettle of fish, in fact. 
If the Pine Tree State jolted the pride of the 
Republicans by defecting to the Democrats, even 
if for but one election, think what it is doing to 
the pride of the Bay State when it claims that 
Maine, not Massachusetts, was the site of our 
first Thanksgiving! And think what it does to the 
pride of Americans when Maine also insists that 
the hallowed turkey be vacated from the festal 
board to make room for a kettle of fish. 
To be historically fair, Maine may have a 
point: A colony was attempted on the Pine Tree 
State coast in 1607, some 13 years ahead of the 
coming of the Pilgrims. And quite possibly those 
people did hold an autumnal dinner with the 
Indians sharing their fishy pottage—but was it a 
thanks giving affair? Why give thanks for a land 
they were about to quit, as those newcomers did 
in the very next year? They weren’t colonists, not 
even immigrants—they were merely visitors. 
Even so, historical fairness could prove less 
than fair to the tradition and deed of those Pil­ 
grim fathers, for sober-miened historians have 
contended that America owes neither the name 
nor the idea of Thanksgiving to the Pilgrims, 
pointing out that both were borrowed from the 
Church of England. 
True, canons of the church did provide for an 
annual celebration of thanks-giving to Almighty 
God for His favors to man. The English knew the 
day as Michaelmas, in honor of St. Michael, and 
observed it on Sept. 29 — but it was a day of 
thanks-giving. 
But can the English really claim credit? Some 
historians think not, pointing out that a feast 
day—the feast of St. Martin of Tours—was com­ 
mon throughout Western Europe in the Middle 
Ages. Like the later British St. Michael’s Day, 
the fete was held after the harvests, on Nov. l l , 
and was traditionally a day of thanks-giving. 
As far as that goes, the Jews—those remark­ 
able people who gave us our God, our Old Testa­ 
ment, the basis for our codes of laws and, even 
though they don’t mention it, our Christ—the 
Jews might well claim credit for the first 
Thanksgiving. 
Doesn’t Deuteronomy tell us that Moses de­ 
creed a holiday to be celebrated each year just 
seven weeks after the first harvest began? Its 
purpose, Moses explained, was to “ rejoice in 
all the good which the Lord your God has 
given you and your household.** 
« Well? 
Well, if you’d like to know how we feel about 
it— 
We don’t care a fig about those Popham visi­ 
tors in Maine, nor for their fish stew, nor for 
their claim. Those tough old Pilgrim fathers and 
their tender, delectable turkeys are good enough 
for us—at least it was sincere thanks-giving 
in America’s now traditional Thanksgiving way. 
Nor do we care for the 15th and 16th Century 
English version, nor the European Middle Ages 
fete—they simply weren’t the same holiday-holy 
day we observe today. 
And even those Chosen People in the Promised 
Land, in the days of Deuteronomy—we doubt their 
thanks-giving was first. Surely back in those 
dark prehistoric days when the first two-legged 
creatures began to stride the earth, they began to 
seek a reason—a light—and finding it, they 
found God. 
Then with that new light they could behold the 
magnificence of the earth and its fertility and 
abundance, and there must have welled in their 
hearts a great gratitude for the light—their 
God—and all it gave them. 
Couldn’t that be—wasn’t it really — the first 
thanks-giving of all?

BYRD OF VIRGINIA 
After more than 30 years in the Senate HARRY 
BYRD has resigned. A mighty voice for con­ 
servatism, independence in politics and realism 
in governmental finance has been stilled. 
Familiar faces in the Senate committee rooms 
are replaced regularly by death, defeat or 
resignation but this is something very special. 
HARRY BYRD was a supreme example of 
integrity in public office. He was a paragon 
of plain speaking and clearly held positions, 
among men who often find foggy phrases useful. 
He was old-fashioned in a reassuring way 
during a period of rapid movements into un­ 
familiar governmental territory. 
Senator BYRD was the brake on the Federal 
spending machine. He had too few helpers. 
Against his warnings debt of the central gov­ 
ernment has grown until more than IO per cent 
of the tax income has to be used to support 
obligations from old spending programs before 
current needs can be considered. Except for 
his opposition the spenders might have given 
the whole farm away. 
Comments on his resignation too often ac­ 
centuate Byrd opposition to Federal programs 
which have been accepted by the public. But 
Senator BYRD showed that positive thinking can 
be positively against a change from something 
that has demonstrated soundness. 
Because of the caution demanded by the senior 
senator from Virginia, part of the projects 
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more useful forms. We notice that even senators 
with whom he most often disagreed continued 
to admire this veteran of practical politics. 
He stood firmly on a solid base of personal 
business accomplishment and good management 
of Virginia state operations, unswayed by the 
variable winds that sweep through Washington. 
And in the end he set a rare example of as­ 
sessing his own infirmities of age and retiring 
at a time of his own choosing.

Baste your Thanksgiving turkey with consomme 
instead of fat, the Missouri Heart Association 
recommends, to keep calories and weight down. 
And use fat-free bouillon to moisten the stuffing.

Driving with headlights on, driving without 
hands, and changes in license plates. These 
are the subjects of three questions we’ve re­ 
ceived recently. 
“ What’s the value of leaving your headlights 
on during the day?’’ asks J. R., Los Angeles. 
Other drivers pay more attention to your car 
when its headlights are on. This is the finding 
of Dr. Merrill J. Allen, professor of optometry 
at Indiana University. Other drivers give you 
a wider berth and, as a result, you have fewer 
close shaves. 
Even on bright days, Dr. Allen found, head­ 
lights are helpful for they show up against 
shadowed or dark backgrounds, such as dark- 
colored cars. But, they’re especially useful on 
cloudy days and for the 90 minutes after sun­ 
rise and before sundown. 
“ There’s talk about cars coming equipped with 
auto pilots some day, but has anybody actually 
invented such a thing?” P. I., Indianapolis, Ind. 
Yes. Jacob Rabinow and William Fische of 
Rockville, Md., have applied for a patent on 
an optical system —similar in principle to 
radar. It scans the road scene ahead and on 
both sides. If the car’s position in relation to 
the white center stripe and the side of the 
road begins to change, a motor turns the steering 
wheel. If an obstacle looms up ahead, the 
brakes go on. 
“ If license plates are supposed to be for iden­ 
tification, they should be bigger. I’m sure the 
people who issue plates realize this. Why don’t 
the states make plates bigger?” D. M„ Madi­ 
son, Wis. 
In 1956, all states agreed to issue the same 
size license plate—6 x 12 inches. With a 
standardization of size, auto makers can make 
plate receptacles on all cars the same size. 
Increasing the size of plates would cost a lot 
in money and effort, though i f s undoubtedly 
desirable. However, the 20 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia that have adopted “ safety” 
plates that reflect headlights and glow bril­ 
liantly have made their plates much more 
visible without enlarging them. Rear reflective 
plates can be seen for 2,000 feet, and front 
plates can be read even in the glare of head­ 
lights.

Over thirty thousand vehicles 
were checked In the Annual 
Vehicle Safety-Check Program 
in Missouri. More than five 
thousand were found to be faulty, 
and better than eight thousand 
unsafe Items were revealed. 
Eighty-four 
communities In 
Missouri 
conducted the pro­ 
gram which is sponsored na­ 
tionally by the Auto Industries 
Highway Safety Committee and 
Look Magazine, and coordinated 
In Missouri by the Public In­ 
formation and Education Sec­ 
tion of the Highway Patrol. 


The 
safety-check 
Includes 
eleven items 
fundamentally 
concerned with safe driving. 
They are: Brakes, tires, steer­ 
ing and exhaust system, lights 
(front and rear), communica­ 
tion devices which Include stop 
lights, turn lights and horn, 
windshield and window glass, 
windshield washers and wipers, 
and rear vision mirrors. 
Three items of the check list 
(brakes, tires and steering), are 


doubly important to the safe 
operation of the vehicle. When 
they 
meet safety standards, 
these items are important In 
avoiding the accident situation 
and In the emergency situation 
they are even more important. 
Faulty brakes, tires and steer­ 
ing made up 23.5 per cent of 
the faulty items revealed in the 
safety-che ck. 
Faulty exhaust systems, which 
can be lethal, accounted for 7.6 
per cent of the unsafe Items. 
Even 
before 
the 
carbon 
monoxide gas reaches deadly 
levels, it affects the ability 
of the driver to drive safely. 
The highly important safety 
features which provide com­ 
munication 
between drivers, 
stop lights, turn signals 
and 
horns, accounted for 31.7 per 
cent of the faults. 


Front lights and taillights were 
found faulty in 22.7 per cent of 
the instances. This only ac­ 
counts for lights that 
were 
burnt-out. Headlights were not 
checked to determine whether 
or 
not they were properly 
aimed.

Bureau, said, “ The Importance 
of regulatory vehicle inspection 
Is emphasized by the results 
of the voluntary program.

lace is remembered around 
Washington for a lot of little 
things — how he threw

Australian boomerang en route 
to work every morning, how he 
got up at 5 a.m. to work in his 
vegetable garden, hor/ he got 
so much exercise during the 
day that he sometimes dozed 
after diplomatic dinners 
in 
the evening, how he expressed 
his confidential view of every 
cabinet member in his private 
letters to a New York astrolo­ 
gist.

called FDR "The 
Flaming One” which the Pres­ 
ident liked, and “ The Chatter­ 
box” which he didn’t 
like. 
But history, which takes a 
longer view of man’s 
ac­ 
complishments 
than 
society 
gossip, will note that no man, 
except for Franklin Roosevelt, 
did more to mold current his­ 
tory than the man who served 
eight years as Secretary 
of 
Agriculture, four years 
as 
Vice President, and two years 
is Secretary of Commerce. 
The two chief chapters 
of 
history which Henry Wallace 
molded were:

2. The 
prediction

would win out over extreme 
forces and eventually make for 
better understanding between 
the Societ and the United States. 
It was Henry Wallace’s tech­ 
nical revolution of agriculture 
which led to the huge crop sur­ 
pluses and our present ability 
to feed a large part of the 
world. Though we haven’t al­ 
ways used our surpluses ef­ 
fectively, American farm pro­ 
duction has become a potent 
weapon for peace. 
Wallace was once hooted for 
advocating what his critics 
called "a quart of milk for 
every hottentot.” But the day 
came when we sent powdered 
milk in vast quantities to Afri­ 
ca — thanks to Henry’s farm 
revolution. 
SPLIT OVER RUSSIA 
Henry left the Truman cabinet

because he disagreed drasti­ 
cally with Jimmy Byrnes, then 
Secretary of State, on U. S.- 
Russian policy. 
Wallace be­ 
longed to the cabinet 
group 
which believed that the peace of 
the world lay with continued 
USA-USSR understandings. 
We were then allies of the 
Soviet; and Roosevelt, Wallace, 
Henry 
Hopkins, Henry Mor- 
genthau and Henry L. Stimson, 
then Secretary of War and a 
Republican, believed that it was 
all-important to continue friend­ 
ly relations. 
Another clique in the cabinet 
led by Byrnes, James 
For- 
restal, Averell Harriman—who 
later changed his mind — plus 
some of the military leaders, 
began playing up to Germany. 
They maintained it was fool­ 
hardy to talk of permanent un­ 
derstanding with Russia, that 
our future lay with Germany. 
But Wallace foresaw the day 
when the hard-nosed Commu­ 
nism of the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion would give way to moderate 
socialism. He saw the day when 
the satellite countries 
of 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Ru­ 
mania, would ease away from 
Moscow. 
This was what caused his final 
exit from the Truman cabinet. 
In September, 1964, he wrote 
a critical letter to President 
Truman taking vigorous excep­ 
tion to the anti • Russian poli­ 
cies of Secretary of State 
Byrnes. 
As Henry Wallace died last 
week, the Russians were being 
blasted 
by 
the 
Chinese 
extremists for following too 
moderate a policy and being 
too friendly with the 
United 
States; While the satellite Ra­ 
tions, now semi-independent, 
had become more and more 
friendly toward the 
United 
States. 
Henry had been quite ill for 
some weeks and probably didn’t 
know that his prediction of 20 
years ago was coming true. 
AFRICAN EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE 
Three African nations have 


approached the United States 
and Russia with a plan for an 
African expeditionary 
force 
against White Rhodesia. 
This startling proposal was 
made 
by the Ethiopian, Ni­ 
gerian, 
and Ghanaian Am­ 
bassadors to the 
United Na. 
tions, who last week sounded 
out U. S. Ambassador Arthur 
Goldberg and Soviet Ambassa­ 
dor Nikolai Fedorenko. 
The 
three Africans wanted 
the 
United States or Russia or both 
to supply airplanes to carry 
the invasion to nearby Zam­ 
bia. President Kuand of Zam­ 
bia, they said, had agreed to 
let his country be used as 
a 
staging base. 
The arrival of an African 
expeditionary force on the bord­ 
ers of Rhodesia would be the 
signal for four million Africans 
inside Rhodesia to revolt, even 
if the expeditionary force did 
not invade. 
Ethiopia and Nigeria, two of 
the countries seeking armed in­ 
tervention, 
are solidly pro- 
West. Ghana is socialist and 
leans toward China. However, 
regardless of politics, the Afri­ 
can nations are almost solidly 
united on the subject of Rho­ 
desia. 
African delegates at the U.N. 
have complained bitterly that 
the British-American sanctions 
against Rhodesia are only a 
token gesture, that their em­ 
bargo didn’t even include oil. 
They remember that at the 
League of Nations in 1935, when 
Mussolini invaded 
Ethiopia, 
American oil companies suc­ 
cessfully pressured the State 
Department to exclude oil from 
the League Embargo, thereby 
giving Mussolini all the oil he 
needed to operate his invasion 
force. 
Ambassador Goldberg 
and 
Fedorenko disagree on a lot of 
things, 
but found themselves 
united in trying to placate the 
African diplomats. Obviously 
the United States and Russia 
don't want a race war in Afri­ 
ca. 


Insiders See Swift Jailing of 
Hoffa; Bet on Unknown Chicago­ 
an to Replace Him 
NEW YORK — Mystery Is: 
who were the men, and women, 
who came to dinner on the night 
of Oct. 22nd last In the Ameri­ 
cana Hotel's big banquet hall? 
No one seems to know. FBI 
agents have been seeking a list 
of the diners. But It's been fu­ 
tile. No one appears to know 
anything about the gala except 
that it was to honor Jimmy Hof­ 
fa. Apparently very few know 
Just how much money was raised 
for him - - o r what to do with It. 
A solemn-voiced 
Tony Pro- 
venzano, dinner chairman, tells 
me that Hoffa may not even take 
the cash which was raised for 
his legal defense fund. He may 
give it to charity. 
Mr. 
Provenzano, 
a dis­ 
tinguished member of his fra­ 
ternity and 12th Vice President 
of the Teamsters' Brotherhood, 
has many headaches of his own 
Including the tension of awaiting 
word from the Third District 
Court of Appeals on whether or 
not he will stay out of prison. 
Since more than $160,000 was 
paid and contributed that even­ 
ing by the mystery guests, the 
Justice Dept, will remain In­ 
trigued by the possibility that 
there 
were 
conflicts of In­ 
terests. And the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service will determine 
whether the wraith-like diners 
will attempt to list their pur­ 
chases of $100 tickets as tax 
deductible expenses. 
There 
is 
no doubt that the 
money is all accounted 
for. 
That's not what troubles the 
sponsors and the guests. What 
disturbs them Is the govern­ 
ment's Intense interest In Hof- 
fa's sorties and soirees. 
The crowd just does not want 
to be involved. They don't want 
to get on any more lists. They're 
weary with being telephoned 
and told that “ Jimmy now needs 
your support.” They feel their 
necks chafing under the weight 
of the albatross. 
Perhaps it Is cruel to report, 
but many of them now are re ­ 
lieved by the “ Inside word” 
that the Teamsters' president 
most likely will go to prison 
within 90 days of Jan. 6, 1966. 
They like him. They feel he's 
been a whlrlwlndish labor lead­ 
er. But they've lived on the brink 
with him too long. Now they 
want out and callously look to the 
moment when the petrel will go 
In. 
This is the sentiment Fve 
heard consistently during re ­ 
cent trips crisscrossing much 
of the land's 
Industrial sec­ 
tors. 
They yearn for the good old 
days when there was no cen­ 
tralized 
government In 
the 
sprawling Teamsters 
union. 
Thev want to crack the estab­ 


lishment. They would like to be 
readmitted to the AFL-CIO next 
month during the movement's 
convention. Then, maybe, the 
government would go away, and 
that would get them out of the 
national spotlight. 
If Iron doors clang behind 
Jimmy Hoffa, who will 
lead 
them out of their wilderness? 
For the answer, one must al­ 
ways look to the actual power 
structure inside the Teamsters 
--and its base always Is in 
Chicago regardless of what you 
hear. 
The establishment in that town 
has a way of exerting its in- 
fluenco. And the power struc­ 
ture there has a favorite son for 
the nomination for the Team­ 
sters' presidency at the July 
1966 national convention. 
Outside the windy city he's 
virtually unknown, though he Is 
a labor leader's labor leader. 
This Is 60 - year - old Ray 
Schoessling, an Inch short of 
six feet, president of the Beer 
and Beverage Drivers, Local 
744; also president of tile Chi­ 
cago Teamsters Joint Council 
25; also $20,000-a-year area 
General Organizer for the na­ 
tional Teamsters and a director 
of the Marina City Bank. 
He can always get his friend, 
Mayor Richard Daley, on the 
private 
City Hall telephone 
there, which Isn't a political 
handicap In this race. As for 
the 
Chicago leaders of the 
AFL-CIO, 
they’ve been with 
him way out front, and on the 
record. 
They did not hesitate to put 
their names on a list last May 
when, In defiance of such na­ 
tional labor chiefs as George 
Meany, they threw Schoessling 
a $50-a-plate testimonial din­ 
ner. More than 5,000 turned out 
to cheer him. 
It Is the way of history to 
have obscure men burst Into 
th e 
national 
limelight from 
political darkness. It is what 
most of the Teamsters want. 
And the rest of labor, too. 
They want 
no centrally pow­ 
erful Teamsters’ chief to re ­ 
place Hoffa, because a new 
strong man once back Inside 
the AFL-CIO 
could weld a 
political, financial and Indus­ 
trial coalition so potent It could 
dominate labor and business 
alike -- and perhaps govern­ 
ment. 
Schoessling, though popular, 
could never be so strong a man. 
He would leave the baronies 
alone. 
So, the “ crowd” is turning 
from Hoffa and Is leaving him 
to his ornate Isolation in his 
Washington Taj Mahal. He may 
yet fool them. But the odds are 
against that. 
This Is a sure thing crowd. 
It never gambles. Right now,' 
they're betting against him.

Latest research on roasting 
pork loins, indicates the best de­ 
gree of doneness for them is 
170° F., internal tem perature.

Another school of thought argues that defense-minded 
coaches have ruled the game for the past decade— the Bear 
Bryants and Bud Wilkinsons and Darrell Royals and Woody 
Hayeses and Johnny Vaughts. And now other coaches have 
adopted drastic offensive changes, gambling perhaps on un­ 
seating the ruling class. 
Still another theory is that college coaches are trying to 
com pete with the pros for spectator excitement. 
John Bridgers of Baylor, long a proponent of the pro-type 
offense, is always ready with a lecture. “Material is evening 
up Team s are closer in strength. There are no 68-0 games 
any m ore,’’ said Bridgers. “With personnel fairly even on 
all team s, you can’t win by waiting for the other team to 
makes mistakes. You have to do something positive.” 
Bridgers operates in the Southwest Conference, once a 
razzle-dazzle territory that turned conservative when Royal 
brought his defensive tactics to Texas and Frank Broyles in 
stalled the same pattern at Arkansas. But in the Southwest. 
as in other sections, the offense has made a comeback this 
year. Four teams in the Southwest— Arkansas, Texas, Baylor 
and Texas Tech—now average more than 300 yards offense.

SELECTIVE SERVICE 
A ‘FACT OF LIFE’ 
“ As far as we’re concerned, 
anyone married after the 26th 
of August is the same as being 
single." Tile speaker is Col. 
D. M. Wilson, deputy director 
of the Selective Service for the 
state of Missouri. 
Col. Wilson dislikes the idea 
of trying to categorize every­ 
one who might be eligible for 
—or deferred from— the draft 
because “ it is against the very 
philosophy 
of the Selective 
Service System ." 
‘‘We try to avoid putting peo­ 
ple 
in specific 
categories," 
Wilson said, explaining that this 
helped maintain the autonomy of 
the local boards throughout the 
state. 
There are 139 boards; 
one in each county and a few 
more in the populous areas near 
Kansas City 
and St. Louis. 
The reason for not wishing to 
put people in certain categories 
with reference 
to draft eligi­ 
bility is that the state system 
doesn’t want “ to be put in the 
position of advocating group 
deferments." 
Wilson elaborated: His office 
“ tries to avoid groupings, in so 
far as we can, in order that peo­ 
ple won't run to such groups." 
During World War I, he ex­ 
plained, a policy was adopted 
which exempted shipyard work­ 
ers from military service. The 
result was “ the country near­ 
ly tipped over" by people flock­ 
ing to the seacoast looking for 
such employment. During the 
Civil War, lawyers and dentists 
were exempted from service. 
This is why there is no strict 
criteria for determining whe­ 
ther a teacher or an unskilled 
worker should have draft 
de* 
ferm ent-it's up to the local 
board to decide whether an in­ 
dividual will be able to con­ 
tribute more to the national 
health, safety and interest by his 
chosen occupation than by mili­ 
tary service. 
“ It would be reasonable to as­ 
sume that the teacher would be 
deferred before the unskilled 
w orker," 
Wilson 
said, “ but 
somewhere in between the local 
board has to determine who’s 
who and what's what."

THE SWEDISH ECONOMY 
The economy of Sweden Is often 
spoken of as the middle way. 
But the middle way wobbles 
farther and farther leftward. 
One of the manifestations of this 
fact is the rapid degree of in­ 
flation taking place in Sweden. 
During the past fifteen years 
consumer prices have risen 
about 85%, and during the same 
period spending on social se r­ 
vices more than quadrupled. 
During the last few years the 
rise has been much sharper 
than previoulsy. 
The cost of the state medical 
plan in Sweden has gone up 
more than 500% during the four­ 
teen year period 1948 to 1962. 
During recent years 
wages 
have been rising at nearly dou­ 
ble the rate of productivity. 
Military spending in Sweden 
is relatively small, but wel­ 
fare spending accounts for more 
than 36% of the budget of the 
central government, plus a very 
large portion of the budgets for 
local governments. 
Taxation is far higher in Swe­ 
den than in the United States. 
A single individual with an in­ 
come of $2,000 pays nearly one 
fifth of his total earnings in 
taxes. In the United States it 
would be less than 9%. A fam­ 
ily of four earning$6,000 a year 
will pay to the Swedish govern­ 
ment 21% of its income while 
an American earning the same 
amount with the same size fam­ 
ily will pay only 7.5%. 
In addition to income taxes, 
sales taxes are also far higher 
than in the United States. The 
sales tax on gasoline is nearly 
two thirds of the retail price. 
Soft drinks are 20%, electricity 
for household use, 7%. 
Moreover, 
expenditures for 
welfare purposes are rising at 
a steeper and steeper curve. 


To be sure, the people get many 
benefits, and they seem fairly 
well satisfied. But they are 
heading for the time when gov- 
vernment will do everything for 
them and take the greater por­ 
tion of their earnings. As the 
■ government “ take” increases, 
the area of freedom and the 
exercise of individual initia­ 
tive decreases. That is the road 
to slavery. That road is ahead 
for us if we do not reject the 
welfare state concept and as­ 
sume a far greater measure of 
responsibility for ourselves.

Here in the city the ladies 
bundle up in sweaters 
and 
coats to go to the market. Pick 
out fresh watermellons 
and 
pineapples plucked from the 
tropical fields. 
And while the fireplace roars 
at home, we sit at the table 
munching 
on hotland fruits. 
A lot of this unseasonable 
merchandise com es from fed­ 
eral projects started 
a few 
years ago. The government be­ 
gan draining swamp lands in the 
tropics and carving it up for 
farm ers who were short on real 
estate.

Whole families picked up and 
moved to the new, fertile areas.

George Washington’s 
Two Thanksgivings 


Our first national thanksgiving 
was not c elebrated on the tra d i­ 
tional last Thursday of Novem- 
l>er. 
M oreover, 
the feasting 
came In two installm ents, a l­ 
most two years apart. 
We do not know exacta when 
tile 
Pilgrim s 
celebrated the 
firs 
rhanksgiving.lt w-asprob- 
ahly in October, 1621. Their 
rn* .t day of thanks was on July 
, 1623. in gratitude for the 
end of a disastrous drought, 
'om e purists have insisted that 
is was the first real Thanks- 
0iving, since there was no m en­ 
tion of prayers in the historical 
account of the lirst celebration. 
Put the memory of the fall feast 
lingered, and up in Boston the 
Puritans 
tegan 
occasionally 
combining prayer and a harvest 
festival. 
onnecticut joined in 
1665, when the Court of Public 
Records appointed “ a solemn 
day of Thanksgiving to be kept 
throughout this colony 
on the 
last Wednesday of Octol'er . . . 
for the blessing of the fruits of 
the earth and the general health 
of the plantations.” 
Gradually, the tradition took 
root throughout New’ England, 
with each colony setting a date. 
More often than not, it wras a 
Thursday. But many townships 
celebrated at their own con­ 
venience. 
Colchester, Conn., 
for instance, once disregarded 
the appointed day because a 
sloop from New York, with a 
hogshead of m olasses aboard, 
was delayed by contrary winds. 
The\ wanted the m olasses for 
their pumpkin pies and Indian 
pudding. You could not make 
pumpkin pies without m olass­ 
es. 
But Thanksgiving rem ained a 
strictly New England holiday 
until the beginning of the Rev­ 
olutionary War. In 1775, when 
George Washington was com ­ 
manding the American arm y be­ 
sieging Boston, he followed the 
local custom and issued the fol­ 
lowing order: ''T h e honorable 
legislature of this Colony hav­ 
ing seen fit to set apart T hurs­ 
day the 23rd of November In­ 
stant as a day of public thanks­ 
giving. . .the General th ere­ 
fore commands that day to be 
observed with all the Solem ni­ 
ty directed by the Legislative 
Proclam ation. ” 
But the following year 12 pub­ 
lic fasts and only three Thanks­ 
givings were proclaim ed. From 
an American point of view there 
was not much to be thankful for. 
Throughout 1776 Hie war was 
one long se rie s 
of shattering 
defeats. In the spring of 1777 
the rebellion was reeling, and 
the British prepared what they 
hoped would be the knockout.

one group of men did not p a r­ 
ticipate wholeheartedly in the 
celebration: 
the soldiers of 
George Washington’s Continen­ 
tal 
Army. They had already 
bivouacked just outside Phila­ 
delphia, in a place called Val­ 
ley Forge. 
“ This is Thanksgiving Day,” 
Lt. Col. Henry Dearborn of New 
Ham pshire wrote in his diary on 
the 18th of December. “ But God 
knows we 
have very little to 
keep it with, this being the third 
day we have been without flour 
or bread and are living on a 
high uncultivated hill, in huts 
and 
tents, lying on the cold 
ground. Upon the whole I think 
all we have to be Thankful for 
Is 
that we are alive and not 
in the grave with many of our 
friends” . At one point in Ja n ­ 
uary, almost every third man 
was a hospital case. For one en­ 
tire 
week, there was literally 
nothing in the com m issary. It 
was only the common soldier’s 
faith in Washington that p re ­ 
vented the arm y's 
complete 
disintegration. 
But the men who endured the 
freezing hell of Valley Forge 
found an unexpected rew ard in 
the spring. On May 2 a d is­ 
patch rider came pounding into 
camp with amazing news: one 
of the mightiest nations of E u r­ 
ope, France, had become A m er­ 
ica’s 
ally. Washington, 
with 
supplies 
replenished 
and 
m orale restored, decided it was 
the perfect time to repay the 
men for the starvation Thanks­ 
giving of December. He ordered 
the troops to assem ble on May 7. 
F irs t came a m essage from the 
chaplains, reporting the good 
news, and offering p ray ers of 
gratitude Then came a snappy 
Inspection and a m ost im pres- 
>ive review, in which the Con­ 
tinentals displayed the vast im ­ 
provement in 
discipline and 
maneuver 
they had 
achieved 
during the 
months at Valley 
Forge. Then the troops formed 
up again and 13 cannon boomed 
a salute, followed by a “ running 
fire ” down the whole American 
l i n e . 
Again 
th e 13 cannon 
boomed when the entire arm y 
shouted: “ Long live the King of 
F rance.” 
Then the muskets spoke, and 
the men roared: “ The A merican 
S tates.” 
Under a brilliant May sun, 
with French officers watching, 
the m ilitary effect was rem ark ­ 
able. Here was living proof that 
these United States would en­ 
dure. For the soldiers in the 
ranks, the most im portant event 
came later: as sumptuous a 
dinner as the arm y cooks could 
manage 
plus a gill of rum per 
man. 
That afternoon General 
Washington invited officers and 
guests to an outdoor banquet. 
Arm in arm , 13 abreast, they 
walked to the feast. Even if it 
was a little 
late, it 
was a 
Thanksgiving 
to rem em ber.

Tests Devised For 
Aluminum Copper 


NEW YORK AP — New tests 
of the governm ent’s guidelines 
for prices and wages 
are seen 
shaping up. 
Since the government scuttled 
tile aluminum and copper price 
increases, businessmen are on 
notice that the adm inistration 
can use other than just talking 
tactics when it wants to hold 
the line. 
But upward p ressu res on both 
wages and p rices are expected 
a few weeks from now-and per­ 
haps in a re a s wtiere the gov­ 
ernment doesn’t have a stock­ 
pile of m aterials to release. 
Many econom ists now doubt 
that the general consumer price 
level can be held to as moderate 
an increase in 1966 as in 1965. 
Labor shortages already are 
reported in some fields. Compa­ 
nies a re having trouble finding 
w orkers with the precise skills 
needed. The p ressu re for higher 
wages becom es harder to resist 
as shortages develop, in con­ 
tra st to periods of large unem­ 
ployment such as troubled the 
economy a year or two 
ago. 
Now, even in unskilled fields, 
more job opportunities 
are 
giving 
labor leaders talking 
points in dealing with manage­ 
ment. 
Business has ways of raising 
effective p rices without chang­ 
ing the basic list prices, such as 
those that were tem porarily up­ 
graded in the aluminum ad­ 
m inistration. 
What 
the 
custom er 
pays, 
more often than not, isn’t the 
basic list price. Usually 
it 


includes ex tras. 
It involves 
credit, an expensive item . De­ 
livery charges can lie raised or 
low ered. Too, there is the mat­ 
te r of shipping 
tim e. 
When 
pressed, a custom er may have 
to go into the tight spot market 
rather than wait for his normal 
supplier, and the tight 
spot 
market is usually well above the 
list p rices. 
Tests of 
the 
government 
guidelines of what it thinks la- 
bor should get in wage boosts 
and producers get in price in­ 
creases depend on continuing 
expansion of the economy. 
A 
slowdown or recession could 
make the guidelines academ ic, 
a s labor sought to hold jobs and 
com panies tried to meet com­ 
p etito rs' p rices. 
Both business and the govern­ 
ment, however, a re convinced 
right now that 1966 is going to 
see further expansion -• and 
there is where the pressure on 
prices and wages could develop. 
The government is warning 
business that it will fight hard 
to hold the line. 
Both labor and industry have 
been restive under the guide­ 
lines in the past. The govern­ 
ment rules seek to hold wage 
and price increases within the 
annual gains in productivity, or 
the unit costs of production in 
term s of man hours of labor. 
The unions have held that pro­ 
ductivity gains in their indus­ 
trie s have been higher than the 
government said; management 
has contended the gains have 
been sm aller.

PONTIAC, Mich. AP — Ether 
in a lethal mixture with anoth­ 
er anesthetic apparently caused 
the postsurgery deaths of two 
children and a young mother at 
Pontiac Osteopathic Hospital, 
an assistant Oakland County 
prosecutor said today. 
Walter D. Schmier, the as­ 
sistant prosecutor, said an an­ 
esthetic known as Surital was to 
have been used during surgery 
on the three patients. The three 
died within 24 hours of each 
other in recovery rooms last 
Thursday and Friday. The hos­ 
pital disclosed the deaths Mon­ 
day. 
Surital “ normally is 
mixed 
with sterile water, but as we 
understand there was 
some 
mixup in the preparation where 
we understand ether may have 
been used instead of water," 
Schmier said. 
“We feel at this stage that 
this is what happened-that in­ 
jection of ether gave rise" to 
the deaths. 
Harry Whitlow, administrator 
of the hospital, said in a for­ 
mal statement; 
“ All three patients received 
medications which appeared to 
have been faulty." 
Schmier said the presence of 
ether was detected in autopsies 
on two of the persons who died, 
as well as through an investiga­ 
tion by agents of the Federal 
Food and Drug Administrations. 
He said the apparent mixture 
of ether and Surital also ef­ 
fected two other patients. One 
of these patients is hospitalized 
in serious condition and the 
other 
was not hospitalized, 
Schmier said. 
Director George T. Daughters 
of the Detroit office of the Food 
and Drug Administration said 
“there is nothing to indicate any 
fault of the drug," Surital, pro­ 
duced by Parke-Davis & Co. 
Schmier's probe 
into 
the 
deaths was ordered by Oakland 
County prosecutor S. Jerome 
Bronson who said it was “ in­ 
credible" he was not informed 
earlier of the deaths.

CHICAGO AP —Your Thanks­ 
giving turkey will be a far gob­ 
ble from the wild, tough old 
bird that graced the Pilgrim 
fathers' — or even your fath­ 
er's — table. 
He probably never scratched 
around in a chicken yard, never 
saw sunlight, never strutted 
through the grass and never 
awaited, with outstretched neck, 
a swinging ax. 
Conceived 
through artificial 
insemination, hatched in an in 
cubator, raised in a h’gh-rise 
henhouse 
and 
h u ma n e l y 
slaughtered with an electric 
knife, he has been pampered 
from test tube to table. 
“ There are no down-on-tiie- 
farm turkeys," Dr. L. A. Wil­ 
helm, chairman of the Poultry 
and Egg National Board, said in 
an interview Monday. “ They’re 
more like city dwellers." 
Of the 104 million turkeys 
raised this year — the number 
has doubled in the past 16 years 
—about one-third will be eaten 
during the Thanksgiving period, 
he said. 
Most will come from 
huge 
turkey farms which raise an 
average of 60,000 birds at a 
time. Seventy per cent 
will 
have hatched from artifically 
inseminated eggs. Ninety-eight 
percent will have been raised 
in Incubators. 
“ Nothing is left to nature or 
chance," said Dr. Wilhelm. 
Because of modern methods, 
an average 15-pound 
turkey 
takes only 18 to 21 weeks to 
raise, he said. Several years 
ago it took 24 weeks. 
Higher-energy feed, with less 
fiber and more protein and calo­ 
ries, produced plumper, health­ 
ier birds on less feed, he said. 
Finally, today's turkey meets 
his doom, not under the ax but 
by being cut • 1th an electric 
knife which first stuns him with 
an electric shock. 
“ It's more humane that way,” 
said Dr. Wilhelm. 


They were the 16th and 17th 
missile sites attacked by U.S.

naval fire, the Viet Cong inten­ 
sified their attack, and the re­ 
lief force withdrew with light to 
moderate casualties, a spokes­ 
man said. There was no word 
on the fate of U.S. advisers with 
the force. 
The relief force returned to 
Tuy Hoa about 1 a.m. 
Communist losses were not 
known. 
Elsewhere 
on the central 
coast, 
government 
forces 
combed the hills around the vil­ 
lage of Thach Tru, 320 miles 
northeast of Saigon, in search of 
more than 1,000 Viet Cong who 
attacked a battalion of South 
Vietnamese rangers there Mon­ 
day. 
The rangers suffered heavy 
casualties, and two American 
advisers were killed, but Viet­ 
namese officers and other U.S. 
advisers 
at Thach Tru esti­ 
mated 300 Viet Cong were killed 
by the rangers and by naval 
gunfire, artillery and air at­ 
tack. 
Nine U.S. Marines were be­ 
lieved to have drowned Monday 
when 
an amphibious tractor 
sank in a river near Da Nang, 
380 miles northeast of Saigon. 
Six Marines were rescued. 
In the Mekong Delta south of 
Saigon the Viet Cong overran 
two government outposts 
and 
laid down a mortar barrage on 
another. 
Troops of the U.S, 1st Cavalry, 
Airmobile, Division and Viet­ 
namese paratroopers continued 
their sweep in the la Drang 
Valley near the Cambodian bor­ 
der but met almost no 
re­ 
sistance. 
The 
Americans 
drew light 
sniper fire, and the Vietnamese 
said they killed seven Commu­ 
nists in a clash. An American 
command post in the valley was 
hit by small-arms fire Monday 
night for about 30 minutes, but 
the spokesman said there were 
no casualties. 
The Allied force is hunting for 
remnants of the North Vietnam­ 
ese regiment that attacked the 
cavalrymen 
repeatedly l a s t 
week in one of the hardest bat­ 
tles of the war. The cavalrymen 
and the South Vietnamese are 
sweeping at the base of Chu 
Phong Mountain, 
about 
220 
miles north of Saigon.

GIVE US THIS DAY— 
Maine has thrown a cold fish at the old and 
long accepted version of America's first Thanks­ 
giving—a kettle of fish, in fact. 
If the Pine Tree State jolted the pride of the 
Republicans by defecting to the Democrats, even 
if for but one election, think what it is doing to 
the pride of the Bay State when it claims that 
Maine, not Massachusetts, was the site of our 
first Thanksgiving! And think what it does to the 
pride of Americans when Maine also insists that 
the hallowed turkey be vacated from the festal 
board to make room for a kettle of fish. 
To be historically fair, Maine may have a 
point: A colony was attempted on the Pine Tree 
State coast in 1607, some 13 years ahead of the 
coming of the Pilgrims. And quite possibly those 
people did hold an autumnal dinner with the 
Indians sharing their fishy pottage—but was it a 
thanks giving affair? Why give thanks for a land 
they were about to quit, as those newcomers did 
in the very next year ? They weren't colonists, not 
even immigrants—they were merely visitors. 
Even so, historical fairness could prove less 
than fair to the tradition and deed of those Pil­ 
grim fathers, for sober-miened historians have 
contended that America owes neither the name 
nor the idea of Thanksgiving to the Pilgrims, 
pointing out that both were borrowed from the 
Church of England. 
True, canons of the church did provide for an 
annual celebration of thanks-giving to Almighty 
God for His favors to man. The English knew the 
day as Michaelmas, in honor of St. Michael, and 
observed it on Sept. 29 — but it was a day of 
thanks-giving. 
But can the English really claim credit? Some 
historians think not, pointing out that a feast 
day—the feast of St. Martin of Tours—was com­ 
mon throughout Western Europe in the Middle 
Ages. Like the later British St. Michael's Day, 
the fete was held after the harvests, on Nov. 11, 
and was traditionally a day of thanks-giving. 
As far as that goes, the Jews—those remark­ 
able people who gave us our God, our Old Testa­ 
ment, the basis for our codes of laws and, even 
though they don't mention it, our Christ—the 
Jews might well claim credit for the first 
Thanksgiving. 
Doesn't Deuteronomy tell us that Moses de­ 
creed a holiday to be celebrated each year just 
seven weeks after the first harvest began? Its 
purpose, Moses explained, was to “rejoice in 
all the good which the Lord your God has 
given you and your household." 
, Well? 
Well, if you'd like to know how we feel about 
it— 
We don't care a fig about those Popham visi­ 
tors in Maine, nor for their fish stew, nor for 
their claim. Those tough old Pilgrim fathers and 
their tender, delectable turkeys are good enough 
for us—at least it was sincere thanks-giving 
in America's now traditional Thanksgiving way. 
Nor do we care for the 15th and 16th Century 
English version, nor the European Middle Ages 
fete—they simply weren't the same holiday-holy 
day we observe today. 
And even those Chosen People in the Promised 
Land, in the days of Deuteronomy—we doubt their 
thanks-giving was first. Surely back in those 
dark prehistoric days when the first two-legged 
creatures began to stride the earth, they began to 
seek a reason—a light—and finding it, they 
found God. 
Then with that new light they could behold the 
magnificence of the earth and its fertility and 
abundance, and there must have welled in their 
hearts a great gratitude for the light—their 
God—and all it gave them. 
Couldn’t that be—wasn’t it really — the first 
thanks-giving of all?

BYRD OF VIRGINIA 
After more than 30 years in the Senate HARRY 
BYRD has resigned. A mighty voice for con­ 
servatism, independence in politics and realism 
in governmental finance has been stilled. 
Familiar faces in the Senate committee rooms 
are replaced regularly by death, defeat or 
resignation but this is something very special. 
HARRY BYRD was a supreme example of 
integrity in public office. He was a paragon 
of plain speaking and clearly held positions, 
among men who often find foggy phrases useful. 
He was old-fashioned in a reassuring way 
during a period of rapid movements into un­ 
familiar governmental territory. 
Senator BYRD was the brake on the Federal 
spending machine. He had too few helpers. 
Against his warnings debt of the central gov­ 
ernment has grown until more than 10 per cent 
of the tax income has to be used to support 
obligations from old spending programs before 
current needs can be considered. Except for 
his opposition the spenders might have given 
the whole farm away. 
Comments on his resignation too often ac­ 
centuate Byrd opposition to Federal programs 
which have been accepted by the public. But 
Senator BYRD showed that positive thinking can 
be positively against a change from something 
that has demonstrated soundness. 
Because of the caution demanded by the senior 
senator from Virginia, part of the projects

Baste your Thanksgiving turkey with consomme 
instead of fat, the Missouri Heart Association 
recommends, to keep calories and weight down.

Driving with headlights on, driving without 
hands, and changes in license plates. These 
are the subjects of three questions we've re­ 
ceived recently. 
“What's the value of leaving your headlights 
on during the day?" asks J. R., Los Angeles. 
Other drivers pay more attention to your car 
when its headlights are on. This is the finding 
of Dr. Merrill J. Allen, professor of optometry 
at Indiana University. Other drivers give you 
a wider berth and, as a result, you have fewer 
close shaves. 
Even on bright days, Dr. Allen found, head­ 
lights are helpful for they show up against 
shadowed or dark backgrounds, such as dark- 
colored cars. But, they're especially useful on 
cloudy days and for the 90 minutes after sun­ 
rise and before sundown. 
“ There's talk about cars coming equipped with 
auto pilots some day, but has anybody actually 
invented such a thing?" P. I., Indianapolis, Ind. 
Yes. Jacob Rabinow and William Fische of 
Rockville, Md., have applied for a patent on 
an optical system—similar in principle to 
radar. It scans the road scene ahead and on 
both sides. If the car's position in relation to 
the white center stripe and the side of the 
road begins to change, a motor turns the steering 
wheel. If an obstacle looms up ahead, the 
brakes go on. 
“If license plates are supposed to be for iden­ 
tification, they should be bigger. I'm sure the 
people who issue plates realize this. Why don't 
the states make plates bigger?" D. M., Madi­ 
son, Wis. 
In 1956, all states agreed to issue the same 
size license plate—6 x 12 inches. With a 
standardization of size, auto makers can make 
plate receptacles on all cars the same size. 
Increasing the size of plates would cost a lot 
in money and effort, though it's undoubtedly 
desirable. However, the 20 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia that have adopted “ safety" 
plates that reflect headlights and glow bril­ 
liantly have made their plates much more 
visible without enlarging them. Rear reflective 
plates can be seen for 2,000 feet, and front 
plates can be read even in the glare of head­ 
lights.

faulty item that may affect the 
safe operation of the vehicle. 
Over thirty thousand vehicles 
were checked in the Annual 
Vehicle Safety-Check Program 
In Missouri. More than five 
thousand were found to be faulty, 
and better than eight thousand 
unsafe items were revealed. 
Eighty-four 
communities In 
M issouri 
conducted the pro­ 
gram which is sponsored na­ 
tionally by the Auto Industries 
Highway Safety Committee and 
Look Magazine, and coordinated 
in Missouri by the Public In­ 
formation and Education Sec­ 
tion of the Highway Patrol. 


The 
safety-check 
includes 
eleven items 
fundamentally 
concerned with safe driving. 
They are: Brakes, tires, steer­ 
ing and exhaust system, lights 
(front and rear), communica­ 
tion devices which include stop 
lights, turn lights and horn, 
windshield and window glass, 
windshield washers and wipers, 
and rear vision m irrors. 
Three items of the check list 
(brakes, tires and steering), are 


doubly Important to the safe 
operation of the vehicle. When 
they 
meet safety standards, 
these items are Important in 
avoiding the accident situation 
and in the emergency situation 
they are even more important. 
Faulty brakes, tires and steer­ 
ing made up 23.5 per cent of 
the faulty items revealed in the 
safety-check. 
Faulty exhaust systems, which 
can be lethal, accounted for 7.6 
per cent of the unsafe items. 
Even 
before 
the 
carbon 
monoxide gas reaches deadly 
levels, it affects the ability 
of the driver to drive safely. 
The highly important safety 
features which provide com­ 
munication 
between drivers, 
stop lights, turn signals 
and 
horns, accounted for 31.7 per 
cent of the faults. 


Front lights and talllights were 
found faulty in 22.7 per cent of 
the instances.

box" which he didn't 
like. 
But history, which takes a 
longer view of man's

except for Franklin Roosevelt, 
did more to mold current his­ 
tory than the man who served 
eight years as Secretary 
of 
Agriculture, four years 
as 
Vice President, and two years 
is Secretary of Commerce. 
The two chief chapters 
of 
history which Henry Wallace 
molded were: 
1. The technical revolution of 
the farm . 
2. The 
prediction 
that 
moderate 
forces 
in Russia 
would win out over extreme 
forces and eventually make for 
better understanding between 
the Societ and the United States. 
It was Henry Wallace's tech­ 
nical revolution of agriculture 
which led to the huge crop sur­ 
pluses and our present ability 
to feed a large part of the 
world.

SPLIT OVER RUSSIA 
Henry left the Truman cabinet

because 
he disagreed drasti­ 
cally with Jimmy Byrnes, then 
Secretary of State, on U. S.. 
Russian policy. 
Wallace be­ 
longed to the cabinet 
group 
which believed that the peace of 
the world lay with continued 
USA-USSR understandings. 
We were then allies of the 
Soviet; and Roosevelt, Wallace, 
Henry 
Hopkins, 
Hairy Mor- 
genthau and Henry L . Stlmson, 
then Secretary of War and a 
Republican, believed that it was 
all-important to continue friend­ 
ly relations. 
Another clique in the cabinet 
led by Byrnes, James 
For- 
restal, Averell Harriman — who 
later changed his mind — plus 
some of the military leaders, 
began playing up to Germany. 
They maintained it was fool­ 
hardy to talk of permanent un­ 
derstanding with Russia, that 
our future lay with Germany. 
But Wallace foresaw the day 
when the hard«nosed Commu­ 
nism of the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion would give way to moderate 
socialism. He saw the day when 
the satellite countries 
of 
Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, 
Ru­ 
mania, would ease away from 
Moscow. 
This was what caused his final 
exit from the Truman cabinet. 
In September, 1964, he wrote 
a critical letter to President 
Truman taking vigorous excep­ 
tion to the anti • Russian poli­ 
cies of Secretary of State 
Byrnes. 
As Henry Wallace died last 
week, the Russians were being 
blasted 
by 
the 
Chinese 
extrem ists for following too 
moderate a policy and 
being 
too friendly with the 
United 
States; While the satellite Ra­ 
tions, 
now semi-independent, 
had become more and more 
friendly toward the 
United 
States. 
Henry had been quite ill for 
some weeks and probably didn’t 
know that his prediction of 20 
years ago was coming true. 
AFRICAN EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE 
Three African nations have 


approached the United States 
and Russia with a plan for an 
African expeditionary 
force 
against White Rhodesia. 
This startling proposal was 
made 
by 
the 
Ethiopian, Ni­ 
gerian, 
and 
Ghanaian Am­ 
bassadors to the 
United Na­ 
tions, who last week sounded 
out U. S. Ambassador Arthur 
Goldberg and Soviet Ambassa­ 
dor Nikolai Fedorenko. 
The 
three Africans 
wanted 
the 
United States or Russia or both 
to supply airplanes to carry 
the invasion to nearby Zam­ 
bia. President Kuand of Zam­ 
bia, they said, had agreed to 
let his country be used as 
a 
staging base. 
The arrival of an African 
expeditionary force on the bord­ 
ers of Rhodesia would be the 
signal for four million Africans 
inside Rhodesia to revolt, even 
if the expeditionary force did 
not invade. 
Ethiopia and Nigeria, two of 
the countries seeking arm ed In­ 
tervention, 
are 
solidly pro- 
West. Ghana is socialist and 
leans toward China. However, 
regardless of politics, the Afri­ 
can nations are almost solidly 
united on the subject of Rho­ 
desia. 


African delegates at the U.N. 
have complained bitterly that 
the British-American sanctions 
against Rhodesia are only a 
token gesture, that their em­ 
bargo didn't even include oil. 
They remember that at the 
League of Nations in 1935, when 
Mussolini invaded 
Ethiopia, 
American oil companies suc­ 
cessfully pressured the State 
Department to exclude oil from 
the League Embargo, thereby 
giving Mussolini all the oil he 
needed to operate his Invasion 
force. 
Ambassador 
Goldberg 
and 
Fedorenko disagree on a lot of 
things, 
but found themselves 
united in trying to placate the 
African 
diplomats. Obviously 
the United States and Russia 
don't want a race war in Afri­ 
ca. 


Insiders See Swift Jailing of 
Hoffa; Bet on Unknown Chicago­ 
an to Replace Him 
NEW YORK — Mystery is: 
who were the men, and women, 
who came to dinner on the night 
of Oct. 22nd last in the Ameri­ 
cana Hotel's big banquet hall? 
No one seem s to know. FBI 
agents have been seeking a list 
of the diners. But it's been fu­ 
tile. No one appears to know 
anything about the gala except 
that it was to honor Jimmy Hof­ 
fa. Apparently very few know 
just how much money was raised 
for him - - o r what to do with it. 
A solemn-voiced 
Tony Pro- 
venzano, dinner chairman, tells 
me that Hoffa may not even take 
the cash which was raised for 
his legal defense fund. He may 
give it to charity. 
Mr. 
Provenzano, 
a dis­ 
tinguished member of his fra­ 
ternity and 12th Vice President 
of the T eam sters' Brotherhood, 
has many headaches of his own 
including the tension of awaiting 
word from the Third District 
Court of Appeals on whether or 
not he will stay out of prison. 
Since more than $160,000 was 
paid and contributed that even­ 
ing by the mystery guests, the 
Justice Dept, will remain in­ 
trigued by the possibility that 
there 
were 
conflicts of in­ 
terests. And the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service will determine 
whether the wraith-like diners 
will attempt to list their pur­ 
chases of $100 tickets as tax 
deductible expenses. 
There 
is 
no doubt that the 
money is all accounted 
for. 
That's not what troubles the 
sponsors and the guests. What 
disturbs them is the govern­ 
ment's Intense interest in Hof- 
fa's sorties and soirees. 
The crowd just does not want 
to be involved. They don't want 
to get on any more lists. They're 
weary with being telephoned 
and told that “ Jimmy now needs 
your support." They feel their 
necks chafing under the weight 
of the albatross. 
Perhaps it is cruel to report, 
but many of them now are re ­ 
lieved by the “ inside word" 
that the Teamsters* president 
most likely will go to prison 
within 90 days of Jan. 6, 1966. 
They like him. They feel he's 
been a whirlwlndish labor lead­ 
e r. But they've lived on the brink 
with him too long. Now they 
want out and callously look to the 
moment when the petrel will go 
in. 
This is the sentiment Pve 
heard consistently during re ­ 
cent trips crisscrossing much 
of the land's 
Industrial sec­ 
tors. 
They yearn for the good old 
days when there was no cen­ 
tralized 
government in 
the 
sprawling 
Team sters 
union. 
I They want to crack the estab­ 


lishment. They would like to be 
readmitted to the AFL-CIO next 
month during the movement's 
convention. Then, maybe, 
the 
government would go away, and 
that would get them out of the 
national spotlight. 
If iron doors clang behind 
Jim m y Hoffa, who will 
lead 
them out of their wilderness? 
F or the answer, one must al­ 
ways look to the actual power 
structure inside the Team sters 
—and its base always is in 
Chicago regardless of what you 
hear. 
The establishment in that town 
has a way of exerting its in- 
fluenco. And the power struc­ 
ture there has a favorite son for 
the nomination for the Team­ 
sters* presidency at the July 
1966 national convention. 
Outside the windy city he's 
virtually unknown, though he is 
a labor leader's labor leader. 
This is 60 - year - old Ray 
Schoessling, an inch short of 
six feet, president of the Beer 
and Beverage Drivers, Local 
744; also president of the Chi­ 
cago Teamsters Joint Council 
25; also $20,000-a-year 
area 
General Organizer for the na­ 
tional Team sters and a director 
of the Marina City Bank. 
He can always get his friend, 
Mayor Richard Daley, on the 
private 
City Hall telephone 
there, which isn't a political 
handicap in this race. As for 
the 
Chicago leaders 
of the 
AFL-CIO, 
they've been with 
him way out front, and on the 
record. 
They did not hesitate 
to put 
their names on a list last May 
when, in defiance of such na­ 
tional labor chiefs as George 
Meany, they threw Schoessling 
a $50-a-plate testimonial din­ 
ner. More than 5,000 turned out 
to cheer him. 
It is the way of history to 
have obscure men burst into 
th e 
national 
limelight from 
political darkness. It is what 
m ost of the Team sters want. 
And the rest of labor, too. 
They want 
no centrally pow­ 
erful Team sters’ chief to re ­ 
place Hoffa, because a new 
strong man once back inside 
the AFL-CIO 
could weld 
a 
political, financial and indus­ 
trial coalition so potent it could 
dominate labor and business 
alike — and perhaps govern­ 
ment. 
Schoessling, though popular, 
could never be so strong a man. 
He would leave the baronies 
alone. 
So, the “ crowd" is turning 
from Hoffa and is leaving him 
to his ornate Isolation in his 
Washington Taj Mahal. He may 
yet fool them. But the odds are 
against that. 
This is a sure thing crowd.. 
It never gambles. Right now,' 
1 they're betting against him.

Clay, having made good on his 
boast to skin “ The Rabbit” — 
Floyd Patterson — said today 
he would be willing to take on 
Ernie T errell 
within three 
months “ if he’s the best man 
and the public wants it.” 
“ Whoever is the best man— 
that’s for me,” shouted 
the 
triumphant Clay, or Muham­ 
mad 
Ali, 
following 
his one­ 
sided, one-knockdown, 
tech­ 
nical knockout over the game, 
back-injured Patterson in 2:18 
of the 12th round at Convention 
Center Monday night. 
Referee 
Harry 
Krause 
stopped the slaughter with the 
30-year-old, 
form er two-time 
champion still on his feet al­ 
though his face was battered 
and swollen and his legs seemed 
ready to go under him at any 
second. But he had been down 
only from a knockdown in the 
sixth round. 
“ I wanted to stop it a round 
e a rlier — it was hurting me to 
watch,” said the referee, who 
called in Dr. Ronald Romeo aft­ 
er the 11th round. “ I said to 
Floyd ‘Between you and 
me, 
and man to man, would you like 
to continue?* He said he wanted 
to continue.” 
Patterson, in obvious pain de­ 
spite having been given 
two 
spinal injections after the fight, 
said he developed 
muscle 
spasm s in his back in the third 
round. He apologized to 
the 
American public for not having 
put up a better fight against the 
all-conquering Clay. 
“ I am very sorry about what 
happened tonight,” he said. “ I 
had hoped to give A m ericans a 
better fight. Unfortunately 
I 
was not able to do so. 
“ I am not going to use my 
back as an excuse,” he said. 
He had only p raise for the 
victor. 
“ Mr. Clay can become a great 
'fig h ter,” he said. “ He needs 
more experience. I don*t think 
lie benefitted much from to­ 
night except perhaps in confi­ 
dence.” 
“ Everyone says T errell is the 
best,” said Clay. “ If he*s the 
best, then I want him .” 
If he fights Terrell-and Mad­ 
ison Square Garden’s 
Harry 
Markson said he’d like to put it 
on in New York — it would help 
clear up the heavyweight mud­ 
dle although the 23-year-old 
Louisville Lip generally is re­ 
garded as the king of them all. 
Clay and Patterson both post­ 
ed $50,000 bond agreem ents that 
the winner would defend the 
title against the 6-fOot-6 Chica­ 
goan -with in six months. The 
Worlfl 
boxing 
Association 
stripped Clay of title recogni­ 
tion for signing a forbidden re ­ 
turn bout with Sonny Liston, 
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T errell then gained WBA rec­ 
ognition as champion when he 
outpointed Eddie Machen 
at 
Chicago in an elimination bout. 
Patterson refused to fight him. 
Floyd preferred to meet Clay 
first. 
Although Patterson said 
he 
was not quitting yet, this may 
have been his swan song. He is 
the only fighter ever to win the 
heavyweight crown twice. 
He 
has fought 12 title fights, win­ 
ning eight by knockouts and los­ 
ing four the sam e way, and has 
grossed m ore than $7.5 mil­ 
lion. 
Clay, 
ta lle r, 
faster, and 
stronger, handed Patterson 
a 
fearful 
beating and a boxing 
lesson. Apparently lie held to 
one of his pre-fight statem ents 
that he planned to punish “ The 
Rabbit.” 
The 
23-year-old, 
6-foot-3, 
speedster, did nothing but dance 
and taunt 
Floyd in the first 
round. But from the 
second 
round on it was pop, pop, pop, 
with stinging left jabs 
right 
sm ack on target, followed 
by 
sharp left-right combinations to 
the head. He rarely went to the 
body. 
Clay denied that he had ca r­ 
ried Patterson. He showed his 
bare fists. The knuckles on both 
hands w ere swollen. 
“ I didn’t c a rry him ,” 
de­ 
clared Clay. “ He took my best 
punches. He didn’t fall. He was 
determ ined. He’s a good fighter. 
You gotta give him credit. 
“ I thought he had Patterson 
four or five tim es but let upon 
the 
p ressu re,” said 
retired 
heavyweight king Rocky M arci­ 
ano. He did not elaborate. 
The knockdown in the 
sixth 
round cam e after Patterson had 
absorbed a barrage in a corner. 
His right glove touched the can­ 
vas and he was down momenta­ 
rily. 
As the referee was tolling the 
mandatory 
eight • count, he 
stopped 
at five and ordered 
Clay to go to a neutral corner. 
He waited four more seconds 
for Clay to get in the corner 
and 
resum ed 
counting. This 
tim e the count went to nine. 
Patterson never landed a ja r­ 
ring 
blow 
in the entire fight. 
He several tim es attem pted his 
famed leaping left hook that had 
knocked out Archie Moore and 
Ingem ar Johansson, but mostly 
it was blocked or way off ta r­ 
get. Many of the swings were 
feeble. 
R eferee H arry Krause 
had 
Clay ahead 53-46 on the 
five 
points must system , and 8-2-1 in 
rounds. He gave Patterson the 
firs t and 11th and called the 
fifth even. Judge Bill Strem* 
raell had it 54-43 in points and 
10-1 in rounds. He 
gave Pat­ 
terson the first. 
Judge Harold Buck had it 54- 
45 and 10-1 in rounds, 
also 
giving Floyd the first. The AP 
card had it 54-44 and 10-1 in 
rounds, awarding Patterson the 
first-c la y ’s dancing, prancing, 
punchless round. 
The prom oters said the 
at­ 
tendance was 8,106, of which 
7,402 paid, and the gross re ­ 
ceipts $300,011. The bout was 
radio broadcast and telecast 
to the theaters and arenas in 
the United States and Canada. 
It was also beamed by Early 
Bird satellite to theaters in the 
B ritish Isles. 
Clay 
may have 
earned 
$750,000 on his 40per cent,and 
P atterson $375,000 on his 20 
p er cent. 
Clay, a 13-5 favorite at fight 
tim e, weighed 210 pounds 
in 
boosting his record to 22-0, 
including 18 knockouts. Pat­ 
terson, who scaled 1963/4, now 
has a 43-5 record, four of them 
knockout lo sses.

To Compete With Pros?

DALLAS— (NEA)—The pressbox poets have termed 
it The Offensive Revolution. The $2 bettors say this is 
The Year of the I nderdog. The wrinkled old-timers 
pull on their wrinkled old earlobes and can’t remember 
a season with so many upsets in college tootbnll. 
The landscape is cluttered with explanations. 
Atomic 
fallout has been mentioned and there have been dark hints 
that Liz Taylor was somehow responsible. 
Other less imaginative souls think the new unlimited sub­ 
stitution rules have loosened the college game. More offensive 
specialists are now being used. Example: bigger linemen for 
pass blocking 
Another school of thought argues that defense-minded 
coaches have ruled the game for the past decade—the Bear 
Bryants and Bud Wilkinsons and Darrell Royals and Woody 
Hayeses and Johnny Vaughts. And now other coaches have 
adopted drastic offensive changes, gambling perhaps on un­ 
seating the ruling class. 
Still another theory is that college coaches are trying to 
compete with the pros for spectator excitement. 
John Bridgers of Baylor, long a proponent of the pro-type 
offense, is always ready with a lecture. “Material is evening 
up. Teams are closer in strength. There are no 68-0 games 
any more,” said Bridgers. “With personnel fairly even on 
all teams, you can’t win by waiting for the other team to 
makes mistakes. You have to do something positive.” 
Bridgers operates in the Southwest Conference, once a 
razzle-dazzle territory that turned conservative when Royal 
brought his defensive tactics to Texas and Frank Broyles in 
stalled the same pattern at Arkansas. But in the Southwest, 
as in other sections, the offense has made a comeback this 
year. Four teams in the Southwest—Arkansas, Texas, Baylor 
and Texas Tech—now average more than 300 yards offense.

Answer: Plenty. The Texas Aggies pulled a reversal in 
the last period against Georgia Tech. Mississippi State upset 
Florida in the fourth quarter. North Carolina beat Ohio 
State in the final minute. Georgia scored nine points in the 
last quarter to beat Michigan. Arkansas beat Texas with two 
minutes to play. Florida State threw the winning pass against 
Georgia in the final two minutes. Many others.

baccalaureate degree, Wilson 
said. 
Again, just 
what is “ satis­ 
factory progress” is a judg­ 
ment for local boards. Recent­ 
ly, of course, the Increased 
manpower call has meant 
a 
tightening of attitude and policy 
in advocating such deferments. 
With graduate students, Wilson 
pointed out, there is likely to be 
wider 
discrepancies 
among 


policies of local boards. “ 'Hie 
same consideration 
given to 
undergraduate students cannot 
be given graduate students,” 
he said. 
Some boards might 
feel that a student 
who has 
already had a 
four-year col­ 
lege 
deferment 
should 
be 
treated more stringently in or­ 
der that young men—presently 
in college — might have 
an 
equal deferment. 


The system is 
a selective 
process and “ very much 
a 
fact of life,” according 
to 
Wilson. The local boards, gen­ 
erally composed of 
five non­ 
paid members of the community 
are the ones 
responsible for 
selection decisions. 
In this 
manner, the Selective Service 
represents the government. 
“ We 
also represent the in­ 
dividual,” Wilson said, “ and 


w ill advise and counsel him to 
the best of our ability.” Most 
questions posed by a potential 
draftee can be answered by the 
local clerk. Each board also has 
an advisor, a non-paid individ­ 
ual, generally of a legal back­ 
ground, who could also be asked 
for advice. As a matter of prac­ 
tice, however, these advisors 
aren’t used because the clerk 
can usually answer the ques­ 


tions, Wilson added. 
GOVERNOR CHANGES 
STAFF TRIP PLAN 
Governor Warren E. Hearnes’ 
speaking engagements and ap­ 
pearances throughout the state 
are made with the tacit under­ 
standing that he must be able to 
fly to the area— if the distance 
justifies it—and weather can be 
a determining factor.

his staff, when they are rep­ 
resenting him, to either use his 
plane or drive to the function. 
This apparently means he has 
ruled out the use of smaller 
planes for staff use when trips 
are made on behalf of the Gov­ 
ernor.

A 'FACT OF L IF E ' 
“ As far as we’re concerned, 
anyone married after the 26th 
of August is the same as being 
single.” The speaker is Col. 
D. M. Wilson, deputy director 
of the Selective Service for the 
state of Missouri. 
Col. Wilson dislikes the idea 
of trying to categorize every­ 
one who might be eligible for 
—or deferred from— the draft 
because “ it is against the very 
philosophy 
of the Selective 
Service System." 
“ We try to avoid putting peo­ 
ple 
in specific 
categories,” 
Wilson said, explaining that this 
helped maintain the autonomy of 
the local boards throughout the 
state. 
There are 139 boards; 
one in each county and a few 
more in the populous areas near 
Kansas City 
and St. Louis. 
The reason for not wishing to 
put people in certain categories 
with reference 
to draft eligi­ 
bility is that the state system 
doesn't want “ to be put in the 
position of advocating group 
deferments." 
Wilson elaborated: His office 
“ tries to avoid groupings, in so 
far as we can, in order that peo­ 


ple won’t run to such groups.” 
During World War I, he ex­ 
plained, a policy was adopted 
which exempted shipyard work­ 
ers from military service. The 
result was “ the country near­ 
ly tipped over” by people flock­ 
ing to the seacoast looking for 
such employment. During the 
Civil War, lawyers and dentists 
were exempted from service. 
This is why there is no strict 
criteria for determining whe­ 
ther a teacher or an unskilled 
worker should have draft 
de« 
ferment~it*s up to the local 
board to decide whether an in­ 
dividual will be able to con­ 
tribute more to the national 
health, safety and interest by his 
chosen occupation than by mili­ 
tary service. 
“ It would be reasonable to as­ 
sume that the teacher would be 
deferred before the unskilled 
worker," 
Wilson 
said, “ but 
somewhere in between the local 
board has to determine who’s 
who and what's what."

The issue: Is it legal for 
New York state to require, as 
it does that a frozen turkey car­ 
ry a label showing separately 
the weights of the fowl and the 
filler? 
The 6-3 decision: That weigh­ 
ty issue, which involves federal- 


state relations, must be decided 
by the Federal Circuit Court in 
New York. Therefore that court 
will conduct further proceed­ 
ings. 
The 6,000-word majority opin­ 
ion, well-stuffed with legal lan­ 
guage on the powers of lower 
courts, was delivered by Justice 
John M. Harlan. 
He said the real issue was 
whether a special three-judge 
federal court, a one-judge feder­ 
al court, or the much larger 
UJ». Circuit Court, all in New 
York City, should have decided 
the question. 
He 
tapped the big circuit 
court as the one to decide. At 
the same time he said it was 
not appropriate for the three- 
judge federal court to act on the 
issue. 
Harlan said a 1962 decision in 
another case could not stand 
any longer. That decision was 
that a three-judge court proper­ 
ly could rule in cases where a 
constitutional issue is at stake 
and also in cases where there 
is an alleged conflict between 
federal and state regulations.

THE SWEDISH ECONOMY 
The economy of Sweden Is often " government 
spoken of as the middle way. 
But the middle way wobbles 
farther and farther leftward. 
One of the manifestations of this 
fact is the rapid degree of in­ 
flation taking place in Sweden. 
During the past fifteen years 
consumer prices have risen 
about 85%, and during the same 
period spending on social ser­ 
vices more than quadrupled. 
During the last few years the 
rise has been much sharper 
than previoulsy. 
The cost of the state medical 
plan in Sweden has gone up 
more than 500% during the four­ 
teen year period 1948 to 1962. 
During recent years 
wages 
have been rising at nearly dou­ 
ble the rate of productivity. 
Military spending in Sweden 
is relatively small, but wel­ 
fare spending accounts for more 
than 36% of the budget of the 
central government, plus a very 
large portion of the budgets for 
local governments. 
Taxation is far higher in Swe­ 
den than in the United States. 
A single individual with an in­ 
come of $2,000 pays nearly one 
fifth of his total earnings in 
taxes. In the United States it 
would be less than 9%. A fam­ 
ily of four earning $6,000 a year 
will pay to the Swedish govern­ 
ment 21% of its income while 
an American earning the same 
amount with the same size fam­ 
ily will pay only 7.5%. 
In addition to income taxes, 
sales taxes are also far higher 
than in the United States. The 
sales tax on gasoline is nearly 
two thirds of the retail price. 
Soft drinks are 20%, electricity 
for household use, 7%. 
Moreover, expenditures for 
welfare purposes are rising at 
a steeper and steeper curve. 


To be sure, the people get many 
benefits, and they seem fairly 
well satisfied. But they are 
heading for the time when gov- 
vernment will do everything for 
them and take the greater por­ 
tion of their earnings. As the 
‘take" increases, 
the area of freedom and the 
exercise of individual initia­ 
tive decreases. That is the road 
to slavery. That road is ahead 
for us if we do not reject the 
welfare state concept and as­ 
sume a far greater measure of 
responsibility for ourselves.

George Washington’s 
Two Thanksgivings 


Our first national thanksgiving 
was not celebrated on the tradi­ 
tional last Thursday of Novem­ 
ber. 
Moreover, 
the feasting 
came in two installments, al­ 
most two years apart. 
We do not know exactly when 
the 
Pilgrims 
celebrated the 
fir? 
rhanksgiving. It was prob­ 
ably in October, 1621. Their 
rr* .t day of thanks was on July 
, 1623, in gratitude for the 
end of a disastrous drought, 
'om e purists have insisted that 
is was the first real Thanks- 
0iving, since there was no men­ 
tion of prayers in the historical 
account of the lirst celebration. 
But the memory of the fall feast 
lingered, and up in Boston the 
Puritans 
l>epan 
occasionally 
combining nrayer and a harvest 
festival, 
onnecticut joined in 
1665, when the Court of Public 
Records appointed “ a solemn 
day of Thanksgiving to be kept 
throughout this colony 
on the 
last Wednesday of October . . . 
for the blessing of the fruits of 
the earth and the general health 
of the plantations.” 
Gradually, the tradition took 
root throughout New England, 
with each colony setting a date. 
More often than not, it was a 
Thursday. But many townships 
celebrated at their own con­ 
venience. 
Colchester, Conn., 
for instance, once disregarded 
the appointed day tiecause a 
sloop from New York, with a 
hogshead of molasses aboard, 
was delayed by contrary winds. 
They wanted the molasses for 
their pumpkin pies and Indian 
pudding. You could not make 
pumpkin pies without molass­ 
es. 
But Thanksgiving remained a 
strictly New England holiday 
until the beginning of the Rev­ 
olutionary War. In 1775, when 
George Washington was com­ 
manding the American army be­ 
sieging Boston, he followed the 
local custom and issued the fol­ 
lowing order: '*The honorable 
legislature of this Colony hav­ 
ing seen fit to set apart Thurs­ 
day the 23rd of November In­ 
stant as a day of public thanks­ 
giving. . .the General there­ 
fore commands that day to be 
observed with all the Solemni­ 
ty directed by the Legislative 
Proclamation.” 
But the following year 12 pub­ 
lic fasts and only three Thanks­ 
givings were proclaimed. From 
an American point of view there 
was not much to be thankful for. 
Throughout 1776 the war was 
one long series 
of shattering 
defeats. In the spring of 1777 
the rebellion was reeling, and 
the British prepared what they 
hoped would be the knockout.

signed it on November 7. Fox 
the first time 
the entire 1? 
colonies joined in a national da> 
of prayer and feasting. OnP 
one group of men did not par­ 
ticipate wholeheartedly in the 
celebration: 
the soldiers of 
George W ashington's Continen­ 
tal Army. They had already- 
bivouacked just outside Phila­ 
delphia, in a place called Val­ 
ley Forge. 
“ This is Thanksgiving Day,” 
Lt. Col. Henry Dearborn of New 
Hampshire wrote in his diary on 
the 18th of December.“ ButGod 
knows we 
have very little to 
keep it with, this being the third 
day we have been without flour 
or bread and are living on a 
high uncultivated hill, in huts 
and 
tents, lying on the cold 
ground. Upon the whole I think 
all we have to be Thankful for 
Is 
that we are alive and not 
in the grave with many of our 
friends” . At one point in Jan­ 
uary, almost every third man 
was a hospital case. For one en­ 
tire 
week, there was literally 
nothing in the commissary. It 
was only the common soldier's 
faith in Washington that pre­ 
vented the arm y's 
complete 
disintegration. 
But the men who endured the 
freezing hell of Valley Forge 
found an unexpected reward in 
the spring. On May 2 a dis­ 
patch rider came pounding into 
camp with amazing news: one 
of the mightiest nations of E ur­ 
ope, France, had become Amer­ 
ica's 
ally. Washington, 
with 
supplies 
replenished 
and 
morale restored, decided it was 
the perfect time to repay the 
men for the starvation Thanks­ 
giving of December. He ordered 
the troops to assemble on May 7. 
F irst came a message from the 
chaplains, reporting the good 
news, and offering prayers of 
gratitude. Then came a snappy 
Inspection and a most im pres­ 
sive review, in which the Con­ 
tinentals displayed the vast im­ 
provement in 
discipline and 
maneuver 
they had 
achieved 
during the months at Valley 
Forge. Then the troops formed 
up again and 13 cannon boomed 
a salute, followed by a “ running 
fire” down the whole American 
l i ne . 
Again 
th e 13 cannon 
boomed when the entire army- 
shouted: “ Long live the King of 
France.” 
Then the muskets spoke, and 
the men roared: “ The American 
States.” 
Under a brill iait May sun, 
with French officers watching, 
the military effect was rem ark­ 
able. Here was living proof that 
these United States would en­ 
dure. For the soldiers in the 
ranks, the most important event 
came later: as sumptuous a 
dinner as the army cooks could 
manage 
plus a gill of rum per 
man. That afternoon General 
Washington invited officers and 
guests to an outdoor banquet. 
Arm in arm , 13 abreast, they 
walked to the feast. Even if it 
was a little 
late, lt 
was a 
Thanksgiving 
to remember.
